avenue, Dixon, was seriously in- 
jured in an automobile accident 
which occurred about 11:20 today 
on U. S. route 52 about eight 
miles south of Dixon. 
He was 


driving south on the highway and 
had passed an I. X. U. Co. truck 
and was meeting the Mendota- 
Dixon bus, which was forced off 
the highway when the Leake car 
suddenly swerved to the left. 


The bus driver avoided a col- 


lision but about 15 rods further 
south, the car left the paving and 
crashed against a concrete culverc 
headwall. The driver of the bus 
was reported to have stated that 
Leake had apparently suffered a 
heart attack or stroke and lost 
control of his machine. The vic- 
tim suffered internal injuries and 
numerous cuts about the face and 
head, and was brought to the 
KSB hospital in an ambulance. 
The car, which was badly wreck- 
ed, was hauled to a Dixon garage 
and State Officer Russell Gentry 
conducted an investigation. 


Reports early 
this 
afternoon 


from the attending physicians at 
the hospital 
reveal 
that 
Mr. 


Leake's injuries include a badly 
crushed chest, with ruptured left 
lung and diaphragm and excessive 
hemorrhage. 


Mr. Leake has lately been re- 


covering slowly from a long illness 
and his already weakened condi- 
tion is an added disadvantage. His 
condition is

About 90 days afterward, 
both organizations hope to open 
for business. 


The international bank and fund 


represent a collective effort to 
profit from the mistakes that led 
to two world wars. They are based 
on the belief that wars almost al- 
ways spring from economic causes. 


Their architects reasoned that to 


avoid the periodic clash of ar- 
mies on the battlefield, the na- 
tions of the world first must act 
together to eliminate the reasons 
for economic warfare. 


Stripped of technical language, 


the remedy they propose is to in- 
crease orderly trade among all na- 
tions, under the watchful eyes of

abide by agreed rules. 


Try to Stabilize Currency 


How do the international bank 


and fund fit into the picture? 


Specifically, by the use of the 


treasuries, they will seek to: 


1. Maintain the currencies 
o: 


each country on stabilized level 
thus creating increased trade pos- 
sibilities by giving the people ol 
each country confidence in their 
own money and in that of other 
countries. 


2. Lend monej' of any kind on a 


short-term basis to member na- 
tions lacking funds to pay for pur- 
chases from other countries, be- 
cause of unexpected economic set- 
backs. This will make it possible 
for such countries to continue buy- 
ing imports, many of which are 
needed before they can manufac- 
ture articles for export. 


3. Foster- reconstruction and de- 


velopment in countries, especially 
those devastated by war, by grant- 
ing long-term loans at low inter- 
est rates. This aid will make it 
sossible to rebuild industries and 
even to construct new ones which 
can provide goods for the inhabi- 
Lants and some for export. 


Plan Trade) Organizations 


The degree of success achieved 


will not be apparent for many 
vears because the problem is a 
ong-range one. Another mterna- 
.ional organization, still in the 
jlanmng stage, first must come in- 
:o being. 


This newcomer is the Interna- 


tional Trade Organization, spon- 
sored by the United States, which 
its advocates hope will be es- 
tablished late in 1947.

From 75 to 100 per cent of some 


58 critical materials must be re- 
served for veterans' housing since 
new directives governing their sale 
went into effect last week (Sept 
10), Horan said. 


Civilian Production Administra- 


tion compliance officers will be 
reinforce with hundreds of spe- 
cially '• trained investigators from 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion staff to enforce ceilings on 
materials and supplies, and 
to 


check inventories of manufactur- 
ers and distributors according to 
Horan. Enforcement officers wil 
theck books and records to con- 
firm the filling of veterans' pri- 
ftrity orders, he said. 


"Manufacturers and distributor 


must now hold reserved quantities 
of these materials for release to 
veterans on priorities orders only,' 
he explained. "It .will be prac- 
tically impossible for veterans and 
builders to get these critical ma- 
terials without priorities because 
from no\v on there will be a se- 
vere pinch on commercial and in- 
dustrial builders to obtain enough 
material for their purposes out of 
the 25 per cent or less of these 
materials," he added,

New regulations 
require 
the 


keeping of complete records for 
inspections by government agents. 
Checks will be made of manufac- 
turers sales of reserved and non- 
reserved portions of critical ma- 
terials. Certain reserved materials 
not required to fill housing pri-

Housing Agency. 


Koran's region of the NHA com- 


prises nine states, Illinois. Indi- 
ana,.

Strict control over the sale of 


new homes at ceiling prices will be 
enforced, Horan emphasized. Per- 
sons selling new homes built with 
priorities assistance must observe 
the ceilings set on new housing 
construction, Horan said, except in 
special and hardship instances, or 
by authorization of tt\e NHA re- 
gional office.
